The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph to claims 1-28, 31, 34 and 37 is 
withdrawn in view of the arguments. 

Applicant's argues that "The only physical connection between the computers is the 
network itself and no alternative links between the computers are disclosed or 
suggested by Ogus. Examiner respectfully disagrees. In response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). As detailed in the Final Office 
Action, the Examiner relied on Baumgartner to teach shared memory links (col. 1, lines 
30-40 and 52-63; col. 2, lines 64-67; col. 3, lines 20-34). 

Applicant's further argues that "Baumgartner does not disclose in using the 
interconnection network 16 for a network operation and further does not disclose in 
using the interconnection network when a network is not used for the network 
operation... Baumgartner also does not disclose a software that recognizes when a 
shared memory link can be used for a netwrok operation and also does not disclose in 
using a shared memory link as an alternative path in order to implement a network 
operation, instead of using the usual network connection in order to implement the 
network oepration". In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show 
certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 



applicant relies (i.e., claim 1 ? 10, 19 do not disclose the features that using the 
interconnection network when a network is not used for the network operation; and 
using a shared memory link as an alternative path in order to implement a network 
operation, instead of using the usual network connection in order to implement the 
network oepration) are not recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
Furthermore, the features "using the interconnection network when a network is not 
used for the network operation; and using a shared memory link as an alternative path" 
recite in claims 7-9, 16-18 and 26-28 that are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ogus (US 6,587,875), Baumgartner et al. (US 6,334,177), further in 
view of Dally et al. (US 6,370,145).
